SCIENCE MAKES THE WHEELS 
GO FAST, 

How scientific research applied to the im- 
provement of working conditions in factories 
has been made productive of increased output 
was described by Dr. Charles 8. Myers, past 
President of the British Psychological Society, 
in a lecture given under the auspices of the 
Jewish Health Organisation. 

Work curves, Dr. Mvers said, rose with ‘Ye- 
lief of monotony occasioned by rest pauses. 
At a sweet factory a pause of seven minutes 
in the work pf packing chocolates was accom- 
panied by 5 per cent. increase in output. _In 
another works an eight-hour shift shortened 
to six hours was followed by increase and 
equilibrium in output, which at once fell 
again on return to eight hours. The output 
of girls employed in sweet drying, whose 
movements were systematised,; increased as 
much as 55 per cent., and the girls spon- 
taneously thanked the investigator because 
they went home feeling less tired at the end 
oy the day’s work, 

The noise and vibration of machinery had 
a detrimental effect. Rise of temperature ‘n 
the works was found to be accompanied by 
fall in output, and artificial illumination gavo 
from 5 to 10 per cent. less than daylight. In 
monotonous occupations the output of workers 
of more than. average intelligence was less 
than that of others.

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THINGS THAT MATTER.

It is expected that the production of rabbit 
pelts will in the near future become an im- 
portant rural industry. There will always be 
a demand for furs, and the wild animals now 
providing them are. being rapidly extermi- 
nated. 

Cattle which contract foul or scald in the 
foot should be treated by the application of 
poultices made with bran and antiseptic cold 
water. This should be done before anointing 
with Stockholm tar, and continued’ until the 
inflammation goes down. In such cases it is 
well to give the beast a doce ot salts and to 
feed a light laxative diet. This has the desired 
effect of keeping the blood pure and cool. 

Leix County Committee of Agriculture have 
accepted the tender of Messrs. Watson and 
Co., Killiney, for fruit trees, and of Messrs. 
\V. Power and Co., Waterford, for supplying 
forest trees. 

Kildare County Committee of Agriculture 
has already spent £7,000 on reafforestation.

IS IT ECONOMICAL? 


The recently introduced system of mechani- 
cal milking in France has aroused the atten- 
tion of agriculturists, and experts are being 
asked their opinion on the efficiency and 
economy of the ‘‘electrical milkman,”’ 

M. André-M. Leroy, Director of Works of 
the National Agricultural Institute, has com- 
municated to the Agriculture. Nouvelle an 
impartial estimation of the practicability. of 
the new apparatus. The instruments in 
use operate by -simultaneous pressure and 
suction. In one case four metallic goblets 
lined with an envelope. of caoutchouc are 
attached to the udder ; these goblets are con- 
nected by rubber tubes with a special  pat- 
tern of pail. A pump transmits to the in- 
terior of each tube, and’ to the. cavity be- 
tween the inner sides of the goblet. and the 
rubber envelope, a succession of pressures 
and depressions, which exercise on.the dug 
an action analogous to the sucking of a.calf. 
A special “pulsator” controls. to a nicety 
the variations of. pressure. The . goblets 
adapt themselves rapidly to the dugs, and 
remain attached automaticaily. An electric 
motor of very feeble’ power. provides: the 
necessary motive force. Machines with 
“fingers,” which milk like the human hand, 
also exist, but have to. be tied anto place by 
means of leather straps harnessed on the 
beast. , 

Technically the “milker’’ is a 
highly perfect machine. Carefully  mani- 
pulated and sfiperviséd it gives as satisfac- 
tory results as any hand work—while 
abolishing all the fatigue and trouble of the 
latter. It would seem,  -howéver, that 
mechanical milking is somewhat slower’ than 
hand milking. An apparatus needs, a 
quarter’ of an hour to drain completely a 
good. milch cow yielding. a dozen litres (a 
litre equals one. pint, three and one-fifth 
gills), while a competent milkman takes eight 
or nine minutes. On the other hand, a work- 
man without special khowledge could’ *‘mind’’ 
four machines working, simultaneously—and 
this, in a cow-house ‘containing twenty to 
twenty-five ‘beasts, would ‘economise time. 
As the goblets, tubes and pail have to be 
washed in hot water and rinsed after each 
operation to avoid serious contamination from 
the dust sand impurities ‘attracted to the 
dugs;, in vacuum-cleaner fashion, the utilisa- 
tion of the machines, on the whole, realises 
no appreciable economy of labour,

When discussing the “the 
farmer and the new credit, facilities’’ on this 
page a fortnight ago, we pointed out that so 
far as the small farmer is concerned we feared 
he would not find in Part 1. of the Trade 
Loans Guarantee Act much that is germane 
to -his needs. We added that even in the 
more flexible second part of the Act, based as 
it ds mainly on the Govermument’s very laud- 
able desire to reduce the cost of living, there 
is. little likely to prove useful to the thirty- 
acre man who works alone and unorganised. 
We do not. wish to stress these facts too 
emphatically. The Act does. not, of course, 
profess to aim at giving succour to our most 
depressed industry. And, indeed, there may 
be some circumstances in which our farmers 
can utilise it. If the very few of them who 
can by any reasonable stretch of language be 
said to possess “broad aecres’’ should 
see their way by  intenser agriculture 
to market some ‘‘ essential commodity ” below 
the existing price, the Act may help them. 
But. not, many farmers can afford to sell below 
the current priee in a market where their ex- 
penses ate increased. over the 1914 figure by, 
itis believed, 70 to 80 per cent., while the 
price itself can scarcely be held to average 
more than 40 per cent. above the 1914 figure. 
No, the Act can ‘scarcely be relied on as in 
any effective sense a relief to agriculture. - So 
far as the larger farmer is concerned, the best 
thing that has occurred in fegard to .credit 
is'the return of the old Board of, Works loans 
for drainage or outbuildings or improvements 
of those kinds that require long term borrow- 
ing—that and a greater readiness on the part 
of some joint stock banks to lend at a lower 
rate than ruled a few years ago; where the 
holding is big enough and the security held to 
be good. 


Board of Works Loans. 


It was, however, the position of the smaller 
farmer which we promised to reconsider, 
realising the fact that he.is the back-bone of 
the nation and that he is not considered in 
his capacity as a potential ‘borrower, in very 
ha case. The Board of Works: Loan may, 
indeed, sometimes apply to his circumstances

He will buy 
next year’s seeds, manures, feeding stuffs, the 
raw material of his business as a manufacturer 
of food-stuffs (for essentially that is the farmer's 
industry), largely wholly on credit. . He will, 
and indeed he often must, go in debt 
rather than sell stock at a bad fair—unless 
he is to get deeper and deeper into difficulty 
by failing to make his farm pay. Now, it is 
not sufficiently realised, even after a genera- 
tion of experiment, that there is. a. method 
which may be fruitfully applied in cases of 
that kind. Even where the co-operative store 
exists, the ,co-operative credit society is fre 
quently non-existent... The ability of a group 
of farmers to provide themselves with collec- 
tive credit has net been sufficiently tested in 
mahy parts of rural Ireland to: say with cer- 
tainty that the principles expounded by 
Raiffeisen and Schulze-Delitzsch in Germany 
or by Luzzatti and: Wallenberg in Italy: can 
be made: effective in Ireland. . Yet. there 1s 
certainly no. theoretical reason. why these 
various methods (here grouped together for 
the sake of brevity, but embracing amongst 
them important differences of detail) could 


said with certainty is that amongst a homo- 
geneous. population of small . farmers. these 
systems are worth further experiment.

It is one of the greatest weaknesses 
of our economic. situation in rural Ireland 
that there is.so much money, as the phrase 
goes, “out in the country.” The bank- 
ruptcy of shopkeepers, of co-operative 
societies, of farmers themselves, has fol- 
lowed this bad old habit. It may “ol be 
ossible for the farmer to extricate’ himself 
rom it at once. It may—we. think :t will— 
be necessary for the State to provide further 
facilities to help him to do so. But here is 
one method applicable in some. cases; per- 
haps. more applicable if property applied than 
as-yet appears. We think a fuller. investi- 
gation. of its latent possibilities is worth 
making. We are satisfied that it is supericr 
to indiscriminate borrowing, a snare in which 
the borrowing farmer and the lending trader 
or society are both too often caught.

HOW HEAVY MILKERS WERE 


BRED. 


One of the oldest. herds of recorded dairy 
shorthorn cattle in Ireland is that kept by the 
Earl. of Bessborough at Bessborough Park, 
Piltown; Co. Kilkenny. Here the breeding of 
pedigree stock was started in 1897 by the 

urchase of a few shorthorn cows and the 

ull Senator 75,611. This bull was’ from a 
noted strain of cows in Mr. Maxton Graham's 
herd, and he sired some heifers, both pedigree 
and half-bred, that proved good milkers. 
Milk recording was started at the same time 
in the dairy herd, and when the Department 
of Agriculture started the system of official 
recording the cows selected in the herd were 
put on the Department’s list. 

Since the beginning the herd was kept on 
strictly commercial lines and worked as a 
portion of the farm. Cows were bought at 
commercial prices and valued only at local 
market prices as such at the annual farm 
valuation.. The first of the Orphans, Blondes, 
Bessborough Belles, Ladies ard Fondnesses 
all cost moderate prices. Milk recording was 
continued, and it became evident that the 
cows, when put to dairy and properly handled, 
would become a valuable dairy herd. This line 
was taken where heifers showed good udders. 

No faddist line was taken to get certain 
families as milkers, but cows were bought 
that looked milkers. Bulls in the herd almost 
invariably produced milkers. After. Senator 
came Director of Cluny.

Bessborough Polonius, the now noted cham- 
pion bull in Ireland and England, has bred 
some grand-looking heifers, but, as the herd 
was being reduced to smaller dimensions at 
the time Ris heifers came in, they were mostly 
sold. But some on the first calf heard of 
have averaged over 7,000Ib., and his son, 
Bessborough Chailenger, now in the herd, 
was first at Dublin and Cork this year. 

It will be seen from the way the sires used 
have bred that the high standard of milk 
records has been equal to, if not over, that of 
most of the noted herds in England and 
America, and the utility side for substance 
kept up. The herd is treated in a natura! 
way, every animal being kept on pastures al! 
the year round; except in winter, when new!ly- 
calfed cows are in.at night only. 


Aberdeen-Angus Stock. 


In 1897 on an outlying dry hill farm a herd 
of saverdeen Angus was also started, and 
nothing but good noted families kept. <A 
good trade has always been found for the 
young bulls, which have always done well for 
the buyers, as being bred in the open on a 
very light land farm they proved good 
thrivers. The surplus heifers’ have been sold 
mostly to breeders all over the world. In 
1920 a consignment of 14 vearlings and eight 
two-year-olds sent to Perth sales averaged 
£80 each, the highest’ average for an Irish 
herd got at those sales. Many cross-bred 
Angus and shorthorn were shown at the 
Royal Dublin fat stock shows, when cups 
wed plates were won out in the various sec- 
tions, as well as prizes in all classes.

The inaugural meeting of the Irish Order 
ef Rechabites took place last night in the 
Rechabite Hall, Cavendish Row, Dublin, This 
' Order was inaugurated as a purely Irish total 
abstinence fraternity, having been required, 
as a friendly society, to be registered in the 
Free State. 

Mr. W H. Wigham, who presided, said 
that the Rechabite Order was started in 
Dublin in 1865, and the wonder was that, 
with all the temperance societies in Ireland, 
so little had been done in temperance work 
in the country. It seemed to him that their 
progress, so far as temperance legislation was 
concerned, was scandalous. They had come 
to a time when they had to do their own 
temperance work, and they would have to 
make public opinior.

' The Liquor Bill. 
The Senate of the Oireachtas gave a 
second reading yesterday to the Intoxicat- 
ing Liquor Bill, and the committee stage 
will be taken to-day. As there is no 
organised hostility to the Bill in the 
Upper Chamber, we may expect that it 
will pass quickly to the Statute-book and 
will be in operation before the end of the 
year. The Act will not fulfil the inten- 
tions of its author and pilot, the Minister 
for Justice. As Senator Moore-lamented 
yesterday, its most important provision has 
vanished under pressure from the drink 
interest, and for the present the scandal of 
“mixed trading” will continue to 
flourish. Nevertheless, Mr. O’Higgins has 
done a notable service to the country. His 
bill is valuable by reason of the actual 


regulation of drinking hours and the 
promise of closer supervision by the agents 
of the law. It is still more valuable by 
reason of its moral effects. It has 
shattered the bad, old tradition that, in 
some mysterious way, the drink traffic is a 


public conscience to a higher plane on the 
whole subject of the abuses of this traffic. 
To-day the danger and the people’s duty 
are realised far more widely and more 
acutely than they were realised a year 
ago. Then an early reduction of the 
appalling superfluity of public-houses in 
the Free State seemed to be beyond hope. 
We had come to accept almost as a 
necessity the existence of one public-house 
for every 250 citizens, although in Scot- 
land—whose literature is far more 
bacchanalian than our own—the propor- 
tion is one public-house for every 695 
citizens. Now the nation is entirely dis- 
satisfied with this condition of things, and 
there is a substantial prospect that it will 
‘be reformed in the near future. Mr. 
O’Higgins has undertaken. to. appoint 
without delay a commission or committee, 
that will consider ways and means 
whereby at least one half of the 15,000 
public-houses in the Free State may be

France and Germany. 

There is A curious mixture oí the 
masculine and the feminine in the French 
character. In moments of great crisis 
the former asserts itself. A call to arms 
reveals France as a great nation, inspired 
with the highest ideals of patriotism and 
honour—a nation in which every man 
is a hero, utterly careless of self and ready 
to shed his last drop of blood for his 
country. There are times, however, when 
the French people seem to forget their 
strength and to become petty and vindic- 
tive. The history of France is the history 
of a secular struggle between these two 
qualities in the national character, 
and her progress may be regarded as a 
measure of the triumph of her strength 
over her weakness. An interesting example 


the case of General Nathusius. This old 
man was a German officer who was con- 
demned in contumaciam on a charge of 
looting during the war. He applied 
recently for permission from the French 
Government to visit the grave of a near 
relative on French soil. Having been 
granted his request, he was taken into 
custody as soon as he landed in France 
and was condemned to a year’s imprison- 
ment. Nothing really was proved against 
him. Certain articles had been stolen 
from a French chateau, which he occupied 
for a period during the-war, but:the most 
ingenious French lawyers failed to 
connect him personally with the crime. 
Nevertheless, he was convicted and 
sentenced, with the immediate result that 
there was the fiercest outcry in Germany, 
and General Nathusius, hitherto almost 
unknown to the public, was elevated 
to the dignity of a national martyr. 
If the old German general had gone to 
prison, infinite damage would have been 
done to the cause of reconciliation in 
Europe; but, fortunately, * common-sense 
gained the day over spitefulness, and 
General Nathusius was “ pardoned.’’ How 
much easier it would have been to acquit 
him in the first instance, and how much 
more “profitable íor. France! At present, 
while one section of Frenchmen seems to be 
determined to rake the ashes of war in 
search of material for a new conflagra- 
tion, another section is trying to make 
its peace with the Germans. This section 
recognises the economic links that bind 
France to the Fatherland, and is doing 
everything in its power to bring about a 
commercial treaty between the two 
countries. It is concerned primarily with 
the coal and coke supplies of the Ruhr, 
but is willing to extend its dealings with 
the Germans almost indefinitely. The war 
is over; now there is work to be done. 
Such is the attitude of the men who are 
willing to bury the past and build a new 
Europe on a basis of. Franco-German co- 
operation. It is an excellent idea; but it 
is unlikely to succeed so long as people 
like the judges of General Nathusius are 
at liberty to interfere with it, The only 
possibility of peace in Europe lies in the 
reconciliation of the French with the 
Germans. His intelligence tells the 
Frenchman that he must shake hands with 
his former enemies, and for the moment 
victory lies with intelligence; but the 
eternal feminine.in the French psychology 
is not to be denied.

The Home Office is taking up the 
uestion of a comprehensive amendment 
to the Factory Acts; the Labour Ministry 
has proposals for dealing with unemploy- 
ment, and the Colonial Office will submit 
Imperial Preference proposals. The Speech 
also will include references to Egypt, the 
Anglo-German commercial treaty, the 
Dawes scheme with reference to repara- 
tions, and the forthcoming conference in 
Paris regarding inter-Allied finance. 


Egypt's Future. 


It is believed that the British Govern- 
ment has been considering the future of 
Egypt very seriously, and, as a result, a 
scheme will be drawn up before long to 
establish clearly our relationship with that 
country. It will take, in all probability, 
the form of a treaty or a similar docu- 
ment, which will define the position in 
terms as clear as can be found. The 
Monarchy will be maintained, and a 
measure of self-government will be con- 
tinued; but there will be safeguards re- 
garding British troops, the Suez Canal 
and the protection of the Sudan. Steps 
also will be taken regarding the Press of 
Cairo, which will be called upon to cease 
villifying the British with its incitements 
to revolution. ‘The Cabinet is unanimous 
in its decision that order must be main- 
tained in the country, so that people may 
proceed safely about their business. 


The New Counsel ellor. 


The appointment of Mr. N. Henderson 
to Cairo has been greeted with great satis- 
faction; for those who know his record 
of service, particularly since the war, 
recognise that no more suitable man could 
have been chosen. At Constantinople, 
when the High Commissioner, Sir Horace 
Rumbold, was away at Lausanne, Mr. 
Henderson won the esteem of Europeans 
and of Turks alike by the way in which 
he preserved political calm in a very ugly 
situation. It was widely thought, in fact, 
that, when Sir Horaege was appointed to 
Madrid, he would be appointed to Con- 
stantinople; but in his present position 
by the side of General Allenby, as 
formerly he was in the capacity of Acting 
High Commissioner by the side of General 
Harington, he will be able to perform 
particularly valuable work in _ getting 
politics to function, so to speak, in a 
military atmosphere. In this work his 
profound knowledge of the Arabic 
language will be not the least of his 
assets. 


The Government and Trade Unions. 


It has been rumoured for some days 
that the Government intends to make 
some changes in the law relating to trade 
unions during the coming session of Par- 
liament, but in what direction has not 
been specified, nor is it altogether certain 
that the rumour has a good foundation. 
It is known, of course, that many 
thousands of trade unionists are com- 
pelled to support the Socialist Party 
because they can do nothing else. If a 
trade unicnist wishes to secure immunity 
from the political levy, he must make a 
declaration, and this he is reluctant to 
do, because it exposes him to the taunts 
of Socialist companions. It is suggested 
that the law shall be altered, and that 
the declaration shall be made by the trade 
unionist who wishes to pay the political 
levy. This change would bring the trade 
unions back again to their original indus- 
trial purpose, and in the long run would 
prove of the greatest benefit to the work- 
man. sé 


The Coal Industry. 


It has often been suggested that a 
return to the eight honrs’ miners’ day 
would greatly improve the position of the 
mining industry, since it is claimed that 
the present high cost of coal production 
is solely due to the seven-hour day. At 
present there are some forty thousand 
unerloyed miners in the South Wales 
coal-fields, and mines are being close! 
down weekly because work cannot be 
carried on profitably. Foreign competi- 
tion has become keener. and markets 
formerly held by South Wales have been 
lost owing to high prices. With a return 
to the eight-hour day the cost of produc- 
tion might be reduced by two, or even 
three, shillings per ton, and this redvuc- 
tion would enable many closed mines to 
re-open. The Miners’ Federation, how- 
ever, always has been averse from the 
proposal, but the number of unemployed 
miners is making a marked impression.

SECOND READING DEBATE. 


Lord Glenavy took the chair at 3 o'clock. 

The House agreed to the second reading 
of the Housing (Building Facilities) (Amend- 
ment) Bill and the Seed Supply Bill, 

The second stage of the Intoxicating Liquor 
Bill was taken. . 

Sir Thomas Grattan Esmonde said that 
when the question of. the regulation of the 
liquor trade was to be taken finally and 
seriously it would be well to consider what 
was being done in that direction in other 
countries, especially in the Province of 
(Quebec, where the Gothenberg system is in 
successful operation. 

Mr. Guinness said that he welcomed and 
supported the bill, believing as he did that 
it was an honest and well-conceived effort to 
regulate in a legitimate way, in a statesman- 
like way, a very important trade that fre- 
quently in the past was the subject of very 
oppressive legislation. The bill was in no 
sense a prohibition measure. All the interests 
concerned were safeguarded. In that connec- 
tion he would quote a few sentences from a 
very fearless and very impressive speech by 
the Bishop of Durham in the House of Lords: 

“ To determine one’s own choice of food 
and drink,” the Bishop said, “ is, I submit, 
one of the essential — Br“ of self-respect- 
ing manhood. Of course, it must be exer- 
cised reasonably and with due consideration 
for the rights and interests of Society.’’ Again 
has the Bishop said: “ Let us throw our- 
selves into a great and salutary movement 
for providing improved publichouses.’’ And 
again: “Instead of making the trade in 
alcohol disreputable, as it is in America, let 
us try to make it respectable and responsible. 
I would have the whole trade know that they 
are engaged in a lawful and salutary in- 
dustry, ministering legitimately to the needs 
of the people.” 

He conceived that it was on those generai 
principles that the bill had been presented to 
the Oireachtas. Orderly regulation was the 
essence of the bill, and there was no attempt 
at repressive compulsion or undue interfernce 
with the liberty of the subject. They. were 
all verv anxious for the cause of true temper- 
ance, but at the same time they had to re- 
member that in the words of a very eloquent 
Irishman, the late Archbishop. McGee, “ we 
would prefer Ireland to be free to an Ireland 
compulsorily sober.” 


FAIR AND JUST. 


Mr. Westropp Bennett said that he also 
held that the Minister had acted fairly and 
justly with the bill, which he welcomed. He 
regarded as very important the clause which 
provided for the standardisation of the size of 
bottles in which porter was sold. The Com- 
mission which dealt with the subject realised 
that bottles originally running twelve to the 
gallon had been gradually reduced by licence- 
holders to sixteen, or even more, to the 
gallon.“That apparently was to be stopped— 
a very valuable concession to the censumer 
and to common justice. He would later on 
move an.amendment that a breach of the law 
in that respect would be one of the offences 
against the Act for which the punishment 
should be recorded on the licence. With that 
exception, the bill was a just one, approached 
on the principles of equity and fairness, and 
with no idea of what might be called ‘* Pussy- 
footism.’’ 

The Minister for Justice said that he was 
thoroughly satisfied that a good deal of the 
abuses and of the irregularities in the licensed 
trade existed by reason of the fact that there 
were probably twice too many licensed estab- 
lishments in the country. (Hear, hear.) In 
the Free State they had 15.000 licensed pub- 
licans—one for every 250 of the population : 
men, women and children. In England the 
proportion was one for 415, and in Scotland 
one for 695. He hoped in the very near 
future to establish a Committee or Com- 
mission, whose terms of reference would be 
to make recommendations dealing with that 
aspect of the liquor problem. 

He was satisfied that there was in that 
trade too keen a struggle for existence, and, 
when that was removed, that. the irregulari- 
ties and abuses would tend to disappear. In 
any attempt to effect a substantial reduction 
in the number of licences, consideration would 
have to be given to the danger of going so 
far in that direction as to lead to shebeening. 


CLUBS. 


The Chairman (intervening) asked Mr. 
O’Higgins to say a word on the clubs ques- 
tion. He said that he had just met a deputa- 
tion representing the Clubs’ Association of 
ireland, covering some 15,000 members, 
mostly, he believed, of the working class 
population, and they asked the Senate to 
cive its most careful consideration to the 
question of extending the hours for sale in 
clubs. á 

The Minister said that it must be remem- 
bered that legislation must be uniform, and 
must embrace all kinds of clubs. He was 
well aware that there were many well- 
managed clubs in Ireland; but, on the other 
hand, there were many for which the sale. of 
drink was the main purpose of existence and 
membership. The consumption of liquor in 
many of clubs ran many a AE“ ere 
public-house close, and exceeded the sale in 
most public-houses. 

He did not think that any case had been 
made for an extension of the hours for sale 
in clubs. If, as was frequently asserted, the 
bar was merely a sideline, why should there 
be such a cry against closing at 10 o’clock? 
The bill did not compel the closing of a club 
at that hour, but only the closing of the bar. 
In the past people walked from the public- 
house at closing time to spend a few hours 
more in a licensed club. With the present 
day tendency to lawlessness, it was perfectl 
reasonable to say that “the sale of drin 
should cease at an hour when people were 
about on the streets and roads, and when 
there would be less temptation to commit 
offences with impunity. In the bill they were 
not tending towards prohibition, but towards 
moderation in the promotion of temperance, 

Mr. Douglas said that Senator O’Dea and 


ing drink, and which applied to licensed 
premises, would apply to clubs. 

Mr. O’Higgins replied that he could not 
answer the question off-hand. 

The Chairman said that the answer to the 
question was in the negative. 

Mr. O’Higgins said that under the exist- 
ing law—the 1904 Act—no person under the 
age of 18 would be admitted a member of a 
club, unless it was primarily for the purpose 
of. athletics; and no intoxicating liquor 
would be supplied to members. under: 18 
years of age. i 

Colonel Moore said that he regretted that 
the most important section of the bill had 
been taken out—that section which sought 
to make it obligatory on grocers and licensed 
vintners to provide separate entrances to the 
grocery department and the licensed 

remises. He congratulated ‘the Minister on 

1s courageous effort to keep the clause in 

the bill. People who went into purchase 
groceries were, unfortunately, induced to go 
and take a drink, and that was, he considered, 
the curse of the country. He would rather 
have sacrificed the rest of the bill than that 
section, which he hoped would be re-intro- 
duced into the bill. 

The bill was then read a second time.

DAIRY PRODUCE BILL. 


The Dairy Produce Bill was next con- 
sidered on the Report stage. 

The Chairman pointed out the t incon- 
venience that the House suffered in not hav- 
ing the same privilege» as the Dail had. 
When a bill passed ‘through Committee in 
the Dail it was reprinted and the amend- 
ments were inserted. The same ought be 
done for the Senate, for without a reprint 
of the bill and the amendments it was im- 
possible to follow it. He would give 
instructions that. in fatrue, bills should be 
reprinted after the Committee stage. (Hear. 
Hear.) 

A Government amendment to Section III., 
to the effect that farm houses, in .which 
butter-making was carried on, should have 
'“on, or reasonably near, the premises such 
ian adequate supply of good and wholesome 
water as may from time to time be 
reasonably necessary *’ was passed. 

Sir John Keane moved the deletion of the 
sub-paragraph in Section 16, which provides 
that no butter, other than creamery butter, 
obtained directly from other premises rot 
registered in the Register of Creameries, shall 
be brought on to registered premises. 

The sub-paragraph, he said, carried State 
regulation almost to an absurdity, and was 
trying to effect control of creameries and 
butter factories in a manner that wouid mt 
be effective. | i 

The Minister íor Agricultare asked Sir 
John Keane whether he thought that a 
creamery should be free to bring butter from 
a butter factory or from a farmhouse or 
from an unregistered blender making butter 
for home consumption that would not be 
allowed out of the country. They all knew 
that in the country people brought their 
home-made butter in to the shopkeeper. who 
bought it and threw it with all the other 
butter bought by him into a barrel kept under 
the counter in the shop, where all sorts of 
things from guano down were sold. Would 
Sir John Keane say that a creamery should 
be free to purchase that barrel of butter? 

Sir John Keane said that he was quite pre- 
pared to control butter coming from a farm- 
house or a butter factory, but the paragraph 
would prevent creameries, when short in the 
winter time, from bringing in New Zealand 
butter. 

The Minister said that they could not allow 
the uncontrolled admission to a creamery. of 
butter from New Zealand or anywhere else. 
The Minister had under the section power 
to allow under licence the bringing on of any 
butter to registered premises. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 


CONTRACTS. 


Sir John Keane moved an amendment to 
delete Sub-paragraph C in Section 3. The 
paragraph, he said, would have the effect 
that, on representations being made to the 
Minister by any party in any manner that 
a creaméry had failed in a breach of contract, 
the Minister, after hearing what evidence he 
liked, or any evidence, taken by people not 
competent to judge the laws of evidence, 
could place a restriction on such creamery 
which. would involve the closing down of ‘its 
business. 

Mr. Bagwell seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Dowdall ‘spoke strongly in opposition, 
and said that, if there was one thing more 
than another which had brought the butter 
industry into disrepute, and the country, too. 
it was the dishonourable breaking of con- 
tracts. 

Mr. J. G. Douglas said that when he was 
in the United States recently he found that 
_the reputation of Irish traders for keeping 
contracts was just about as bad as it 
could possibly be.” He would suggest that 
there should be provided some appeal other 
.than going to the courts. 

Dr. Gogarty said that, for the sake of 
their honour, he heartily supported the.

Tha 
second part of the question is whether the 
receipt of such intimation involves the 
Government of the Free State in any share 
of responsibility in that respect.

We have no responsibility in 
the matter. The third part of the question 
is whether the Executive Council has dis- 
claimed responsibility, for the acts of the 
British Government in the matter. The 
Executive Council has disclaimed respon- 
sibility in the matter. 

Mr. Johnson—Will the Executive Coun- 
cil let it be known to the world in general 
that they have disclaimed such responsi- 
bility ? 

Mr. Fitzgerald—Perhaps, the statement

MINISTER'S STATEMENT 
ON POSITION. 


Not a little concern has been caused to the 
medical profession in the Free State by the 
announcement that the position created by 
the Anglo-Irish settlement is again under 
consideration by the General Medical Council 
in London. 

One of the consequences of the negotiation 
of the 1921 Treaty was that every doctor who 
had qualified in. the twenty-six counties lost 
automatically his place on the British 
Medical Register—that is, a Free State de- 
could not and would not qualify him 
or practice in Great Britain. 

A question was raised as to Southern Ire- 
}nd’s right to an independent medical 
register, the establishment of which would, 
as c. ‘ain politicians thought, yield yet 
another proof of the sovereign authority of 
Dail Eireann and the power of the Free 
State to conduct its own affairs free from 
any ‘‘ foreign” influence. 


GOVERNMENT POLICY. 


The Government, however. was so much | 


alive to the rea] necessities of the situation 
th-t it realised that something should be 
done if the Anglo-Irish settlement were not 
to have disastrous consequences for, at least, 
one profession in the country.

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FOREIGN ATTACKS. 
WHY A SETTLEMENT 
WAS DEMANDED. - 
HE. situation in Egypt has become| 
more tranquil. Ziwar Pasha, the new 
Premier, is reported to have made a re- 
assuring statement expressing a hope of 


reaching agreement with the British. The 


evacuation of Egyptian troops from the 
Sudan is proceeding without disturbance. . 
Tbe most singular reverberations of the 
Egyptian trouble are to be heard in 
France. The barbed» arrows of criticism 
directed towards Britain by a number of 
prominent French newspapers come from 
the same quarters which have been attack- 
ing Great Britain for years past. ; 

The skilful propaganda of Egyptia 
Nationalists and extremists apparently 
finds a cordial hearing among those who 
were. willing.to.impute base motives to 
most .British..actions during the Peace 
Conference and the Ruhr crisis. 

It may be said quite clearly that M. 
Herriot and his Government have no part 
in this. A moré ‘responsible form of 
criticism is that of foreign commendators, 
who have considered recent British actions 
as unduly\‘harsh,, It is possible that a 
stronger defence. might. be made to this 
charge than has yet appeared. For 
example, it is not’ widely known that had 
the deeply regretted murder of Sir Les 
Stack not taken place, the British Govern- 
}-ment would still have requested Egypt to 
make an honest attempt at settlement. 

Ever since the fruitless conference with 
Zaghlul in September, it is clear that 
some strong effort would have to be made 
to end an impossible situation. The crisis 
may, therefore, be said to have been pre- 
cipitated rather than created by Sir [ee 
Stack’s murder. 

It will likely be found that the British 
Government’s case for bringing pressure 
on Egypt is supported by a number of 
allegations which have not hitherto been 
given. much prominence. These include 
definite charges of default of iribute 
money; the steady undermining of three 
great British officials (the financial. 
judicial and public security advisers, who 
have been studiously ignored by the 
Egyptian Ministers), and the hampering 
of the British railway officials to a degree 
that has rendered a yreat part of their 
work nugatory. 

Then there have been grave difficulties 
over the pensions and the retirement of 
British officials in the Egyptian Govern- 
ment. service. | 

When these charges are considered in 
combination with the murders, or 
attempted murders. of British officials. 
which have taken place since 1920, and 
with the recent mutiny in the Sudan, it 
will be seen how unsatisfactory the posi- 
tion had become. On top of all this was 
the unsettlement created by the knowledge 
that the four reserved points were still 
outstanding. 

These points may be usefully brougut 
out to show how urgent the need had 
become for a settlement with Egypt even 
before the recent assassination.

APPEAL RECEIVED BY THE 


LEAGUE. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERV ICE, 
From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Wednesday. 

In reference to the protest sent by the 
Egyptian Chamber to the League of Nations 
against Britain’s action, it is pointed out 
here that, as the protest comes from the 
Chamber, and not from the Government of 
Egypt, it cannot be regarded as an official 
document.

The protest reaffirms Egypt’s determination 
to retain her independence, as well as that of 
the Sudan—which is inseparable—and regrets 
that “ England should have considered it 
necessary to take advantage of a sad incident 
for the purpose of exploiting her Imperialistic 
aims, and employing force against an inno- 
cent nation, which is counting purely on jus- 
tice for her cause.”’ 

The occupation of the Customs at Alexan- 
dria is described as “a violation of Egypt’s 
independence, an intrusion into her domestic 
affairs, as well as a menace to her economic 
and agriculturai life.’’ 


CHANGE OF TONE IN 
FRENCH PRESS. 


SETTLEMENT WITH THE

PARIS, Wednesday.

AGED MAN'S HEROISM.

The wreck of the Port Gordon drifter, 

is Home, on the rocks of the Kin- 
cardineshire village of Portlethen, near 
Aberdeen, yesterday morning, whereby 
five of the crew of eight were drowned, 
had its tragedy relieved by the heroic 
rescue work of George Craig, a seventy- 


years-old Portlethen fisherman, who, on 
heating the distress signals blown by the 
vessél’s siren about 6.30, hastened to the 


shore. 

When he and eight other fishermen 
reached the scene of the wreck they saw 
three of the crew clinging to a rock about 
twenty yards out. An intervening reef pre- 
vented the throwing of a rope to the ship- 
wrecked men. Craig declared that he knew 
of stepping stones n Komen the surf to the 
big boulder which was impeding the rescue 
work, and refused to be dissuaded by his 
son and others from undertaking the perilous 
passage through the boiling sea amid the 
murk and fog of a stormy morning. 

He seized a rope, and serambling from 
‘boulder to ‘boulder, immersed in the sea at 
times up to his neck, succeeded in reaching 
the projecting rock, ahead of which the 
skipper of the boat and his son and the 
vessel’s mate were marooned, One, a young 
man, barefooted and scantily clad, was in an 
advanced stage of exhaustion. The rope 
thrown by. Craig was tied round this sea- 
man’s waist by his shipmates, and old Craig 
pulled him through the surf on to the rock 
upon which he stood. He repeated the pro- 
cess in respect of the other two men. The 
rope was then thrown ashore, and in turn 
the three shipwrecked men and their gallant 
rescuer were aid on to the beach, all being 
submerged in the broken water in the process. 

All that is visible of the drifter above the 
water is a mast and the top of the boiler. 
The foreshore is strewn with wreckage. Men 
are keeping watch around the rocky bay for 
the casting up of the bodies of the five men 
who were drowned. This is the third wreck 
‘that has taken place near Portlethen within 
the past two months. 

The Press Home had had a successful 
fishing season at Yarmouth, and its return 
had been eagerly awaited by the families of 
the crew in the Banffshire village of Port 
Gordon. As a result of the wreck three 
women are left widows, eight children are 
fatherless, and a widow has lost the second 
son of a family of six. A sixteen-year-old 
boy, the cook aboard the vessel, has perished. 


SUBMARINE AGROUND. 


MISHAP IN THE SOLENT. | 


A mishap occurred to Submarine L 54 yes- 
terday morning while in the course of opera- 
tions with a flotilla, which included the 
The L 54 went aground 
in misty weather on the Bramble Bank, off 
the Isle of Wight, a shallow part of the 
Solent, about two miles from the entrance to 
Southampton Water. The submarines were 
heading for Portland. When the L 54 struck 
the bottom, the tide was falling, and the 
vessel remained fast, with a heavy list to 
port. The water is smooth, and it was stated 
that there was every probability of re-floating 
the submarine at high water at midnight. 
H.M.S. Adamant and two Government tugs 
from Portsmouth are standing by. The other 
submarines have anchored in Cowes Roads 
awaiting orders. The mist thickened after 
the mishap, and was avcompanied by heavy 
rain. 


SHIPPING CASUALTIES, 


The schooner Maple, of Annalong, with 
coal, went ashore near Glassdrummond, 
Down, at 8 o’clock last night in a heavy sea. 
The crew of four landed in their own boat. 
The schooner is on the rocks in an exposed 
position. 

Lloyd’s Agent at Sligo reports that the 
steam lighter Molbach went ashore at Rosses 
Point on Tuesday night, but was floated on 
the next tide and proceeded to Sligo with 
serious damage to keel and rudder.

a generation ago. The chief evils which arise 
from the presence of this Jarge.and concen- 
trated body of unassimilable aliens are 
over-crowding and political ignorance. Over- 
crowding has been aggravated from various 
causes of late years, and it is described as 
now ‘‘appalling’’ in some of these Jew 
quarters. Upon its mischiefs, physical and 
moral, there is no need to dwell. Aliens 
from the slums of Polish or Ukrainian towns 
will live in inconceivable filth and squalour, 
and their readiness to do so encourages the 
worst slum landlords to force up rents alike 
on Gentile and Jew. A population of the 
kind is, naturally, alive to the eloquence of 
the “Red” apostle. The destruction cf 
‘* capitalism ’’—and the redistribution of its 
sroils—have a strong attraction for masses of 
ignorant men, taught by centuries of oppres- 
sion to be “ agin the Government, anyhow.”

THE GERMAN DEMAND. 


The Times Shipping Correspondent writes : 
On broad grounds of “give and take '” there 
may be a strong case for the acceptance of 
the German demand, that the employment of 
German sailors and stewards in British ships 
should now be permitted. It would reaiiy 
mean nothing more than putting German 
citizens in the same position as aiiens not be- 
ronging to ex-enemy countries. Before the 
war the percentage cf German seamen in 
British ships was not high. The largest 
number so emrployed was in 1901, wher, 
according to the census of that year, there 
were 5,110, or just over 3 per cent. of the 
tolal number of seamen in British ships. The 
number fell to 4,891 in 1911, or not quite 
ó per cent. of the total number so employed. 
It may be suggested, therefore, that, were 
the permission to be now accorded, the num- 
bers that would take advantage of it might 
be expected not to exceed something like 
those numbers, and might be substantially 
less were employment not to be available. 
‘Such numbers, it may be claimed, would fall 
far below those of seamen who now desert 
British ships in United States ports, en- 
couraged partly by the high wages ruling in 
that country for work ashore, and partly by 
the need of men in the United States Mer- 
cantile Marine. During the eight months 
from July 1, 1923, to February 29 last, as 
many as 5,925 men deserted in United States 
ports, and 2,110 men deserted in foreign 
pcrts, making a total of 8,035 men, or an 
average of more than 1,000 men per month 
from the British Mercantile Marine. 

Strange as it may appear, in view of the 
unemployment in this country, there is con- 
sidered to be no important surplus of British 
seamen of the higher grades available for the 
British Mercantile Marine to-day. And, 
though the fact may seem even stranger, 
some steamship companies find it necessary 
to. look abroad for men to fill the most im- 
portant positions of the kitchens in the 
liners, because there are not sufficient 
British available. 


HOUSING AND INSURANCE. 
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BRITISH CABINET'S INTENTIONS 


The Times says:—The Cabinet at its 
weekly meeting yesterday was able to turn 
its attention once more to domestic topics, in 
view of the fact that the information received 
from Egypt was on the whole satisfactory. 
If the Cabinet adheres to its intention of 
meeting once a week for ordinary business 
only, one more meeting will be held before 
the State opening of Parliament, but the 
task of drafting the King’s Speech has already 
made substantial progress. There are two 
oy on which special stress is likely to be 
aid, as, in the view of the Government, pro- 
gress made with them may be an important 
factor when the time comes, four or five 
years hence, for a further appeal to the 
country. One is housing and the other is 
insurance. A conference on housing is to 
take place at the Ministry of Health on Mon- 
day, and there are already signs that a great 
housing movement is to take place in the near 
future. There is, in fact, a stréng hope that 
during the life of the present Parliament it 
will be possible to go far towards a solution 
of the housing problem. Insurance is a far 
more complicated matter, but there is a 
strong probability that the King’s Speech will 
contain a reference to the intention of ‘the 
Government to explore the whole field with a 
view to the presentation of a scheme to Par 
liament at the earliest possible moment. Re- 
ference is also likely to be made to the pio- 
posal to summon a conference of the three 
parties engaged in agriculture—the  !dnd- 
owners, the farmers and the labourers.

ENGINEERS GIVE 
EVIDENCE. 


The question of the damage to private 


property that might be caused by a Liffey 


power scheme was raised before the Joint 
Committee of the Oireachtas at yester- 
day’s sitting. 

Colonet R. Claude Cane. of Alensgrove, Cel- 
bridge, presented. a petition in which he 
said that the financial arrangements for cayry- 
ing out the objects of the bill were unsatis- 
factory and insufficient, and required to be 
investigated. The works projected were open 
to many objections on public grounds and, as 
a whole, badly and unsuitably designed. They 
were not less open to objection from an en- 
gineering point of view. The estimate of expense 
was totally inadequate. There were divers 
clauses and provisions in the bill of an objec- 
tionable character which were prejudicial to 
the property rights and interests of the peti- 
tioner. He therefore prayed that the bill 
might not be allowed to pass as it stood. 
Replying to Mr. Phelps (who appeared for 
Colonel Cane), Mr. Crowley declared that con- 
sidering the magnitude of the works the 
amount of damage to private property would 
be very small 

I suppose you recognise that the Leixlip 
dam will destroy some of the most beautiful 
scenery on the Lifiey’—You cannot do im- 
pe:tant works without doing some damage. 
Witness did not agree that the carrying out 
of the scheme would detract from visitors 
going out to the Salmon Leap at Leixlip. The 
undertaking would be a bigger attraction than 
the Salmon Leap. 

Further evidence was given by the engineers 
concerned with the East Leinster project, and 
Dr. J. F. Crowley, whose examination had 
begun on the previous day, was succeeded in 
the witness chair by Mr. W. T. Halcrow, 
civil engineer. 

Following are some of the figures and 
details given by these witnesses :— 

Eight square miles of County Wicklow will 
be submerged. The amount estimated for 
compensation to landowners and persons dis- 
turbed in that area is £170,000. 
The total output of existing 
supply concerns is 47,500.000 units, 
The output of existing electygity supply 
plant in Dublin and district is 36,000,000 
units. 

The estimated output of the Liffey hydro- 
electric scheme under the East Leinster plans 
is 65,000,000 units. 

Transmission losses between generating 
plant and delivery are reckoned at 5} per 
cent. of the total output. 


TO FLOOD 5,400 ACRES. 


The reservoir to be created by damming the 
Liffey at Poulaphouca will flood 5,400 acres, 
and the minimum quantity of water in the 
reservoir will be 4.272,000,000 cubic feet. 

The aqueduct to be take the water from the 
“intake ” arch at the Poulaphouca dam to 
the generating station above Ballymore 
Eustace will include (1) a tunnel 960 feet long 
cut through solid rock, a concrete-covered 
steel pipe, laid in a ditch, 4,290 feet long from 
the end of the tunnel to the surge-tower (a 
kind of miniature service resetvoir), and a 
double pipe-line 1,850 feet in length from the 
surge-tower to the station, each of the pipes 
being 9ft. 6in. in diameter. 

From the “intake ” to the surge-tower the 
course of the aqueduct will be almost level, 
but from the surge-tower to the discharge 
from the turbines there will be a fall which 
will make the total fall from reservoir to 


discharge 220 feet. 
THE LEIXLIP DAM. 


At Leixlip there will be a dam with a 
length at crest level of 480 feet and a wing at 
the left-hand side of 360 feet. The maximum 
height above the bed of the river will be 
68 feet.

REBUILDING TO COMMENCE. 


An immediate start is to be made with 
the rebuilding of the destroyed area on the 
east side of Upper Sackville street, Dublin. 

The first of the owners of property to begin 
is Sir John W. Mackey, Limited, the well- 
known seedsmen, at the upper end of the 
street, who have occupied their present site 
for over half a century. They have placed 
a contract with Messrs. Thompson and Co., 
of Fairview, who are getting ready for work 
on the plans prepared by Messrs. William 
Byrne ard Sons, architects, Suffolk street, 
Dublin. The amount of the contract is almost 
£5,000 more than the compensation awarded 
to the firm. 

The new building will be five storeys above 
the street level, and underneath there will be 
a basement running the whole length of the 
site from Sackville street to St. Thomass 
Lane. It will have a front of cut granite, and 
will be richly ornamented. It is expected 
that the building will be completed in about 
a year. 

It is understood that preparations for the 
rebuilding of the Gresham Hotel are well in 
hand. and also that the Commissioners for 
the City are making progress with the pre- 
liminaries for the carrying of Gloucester street 
through to Sackville street. For this purpose the 
remains of St. Thomas’s Church will be taken 
down, and a new building will be erected im 
the old churchyard, to take its place.

DR. NANSEN’S APPEAL. 
CHRISBIANIA, Wednesday. 

Captain Bruns, the German Zepvelin Come 
mander, and Dr. Nansen addressed the 
Norwegian Geographical Society this evening 
regarding the proposal to explore the Polar 
régions trom an airship. 

Captain Bruns said chat the technical 
difficulties had been solved by the aid of 
prominent German scientists. He proposed to 
use an airship larger than any at present in 
existence, and capable of flying for a hundred 
hours at a speed of 75 miles an hour. The 
expedition, he suggested, should have only 
scientific aims, and should not be a sporting 
enterprise. He proposed to establish a base 
fn Murmansk, and to fly across Franz Josefs 
Land and the North Pole to Alaska, return- 
ing across _Nicholas Second Land, which 
would be a very interesting route. 

The spring, Captain Bruns added, would 
be the best time for the start, but as the cost 
of the expedition would be very large, he 
hoped that all nations would contribute. 

Dr. Nansen declared that this expedition 
would be able to solve many geographical, 
meteorological, and‘ oceanographical mysteries 
in vast unknown tracts of the earth s surface. 
When Captain Bruns asked him to be the 
scientific leader of the expedition he replied 
that he would gladly do everything he could 
to assure its syccess, and he appealed to all 
civilised peoples to support it,—(Reuter.)

NORTHERN MINISTER AND 
INSURANCE. 

Presiding last evening at a meeting in 
Derry, addressed by Mr. Andrews, Northern 
Minister of Labour, Mr. D. 8. Irvine, Chair- 
man of the Local Employment Committee, 
said that the conditions in Derry were not 
satisfactory, and unfortunately the outlook 
was not bright. The shipyard had been 
closed. throwing idle fifteen hundred men. 
The relief schemes had been completed, and 
there was depression in the chief local i3m- 
dusiry—the shirt and collar trade. 

Mr. Andrews said that there were some 
bright spots. Svstematic short time had 
heen wiped out. Shipbuilding in Belfast had 
improved; several orders had recently been 
obtained by their chief yard, and a fev 
more hundred men were being engaged this 
week. This was partly due to the los 
cuaranteed by the Northern Government. 
Similar arrangements would be sympathetic- 
ally considered for Derry, if ship-owners 
could be induced to place orders. ' 

There were 40,000 unemployed in the six 
counties. To provide work for unemployed 
men alone would cost £8,000,000 per annum. 
Th» Government had paid twice as mah in 
benefit as they had received in contribu- 
tions. Obviously, that sort of finance could 
n go on for ever. They would continue to 
work on parallel lines with Great Britain m 
industrial matters. They could not take all 
the advantages of British “legislation and 
none of the disadvantages. They must take 
ih» rough with the smooth. The Unemplov- 
ment Acts had gone beyond what wonld be 
proper as permanent insurance schemes, 

Replving to questions regarding the refusal 
to pav benefit to workers insured in Derry 
and domiciled in the Free State, Mr. 
Andrews said that he had endeavoured to 
cet reciprocity with the Free State Govern- 
ment, but that Government so far miain- 
tained an attitude of splendid isolation from 
both the Northern and the British Govern- 
monts. There were difficulties in the way 
of reciprocitv. He recognised the position 
of those on the border, and if preference was 
to be given to any part, it was their desire 
to give it to those along the border.

A NEPHEW OF USSHER. 


John Stearne was born on November 26th, 
1624, at Ardbraccan, in the house of his grand- 
uncle, James Ussher, then Lord Bishop. of 


translated to the See of Armagh. 

Stearne entered Trinity College on May 
23rd, 1659, at the age of 14} rs. The 
College at that time was very different from 
what it was now. Not one of the present 
buildings of the College was then erected, 
and, though it had been in existence for forty- 
seven years, the College had made little pro- 
gress as a teaching institution. A fair educa- 
tion in atts was given, and there was, some 
study of philosophy; but the occupation of 
most of the undergraduates and of practically 
all the Bachelors who remained in residence 
after graduation was the study of theology. 

In 1641 Stearne was awarded ‘a scholarship. 
In the following 
Pensioner of Sidney Sussex College, Cam- 
bridge, and almost immediately afterwards he 
graduated Bachelor of Arts in the University 
of Cambridge. In 1646 he 
at Cambridge. He studie 
bridge, which College he left in 1649. In the 
same year he was incorporated M.A. at Wad- 
ham College, Oxford, and was appointed 
Savilian + a of Astronomy in that 
University. 


FOUNDING THE COLLEGE. 


Stearne returned to Ireland, and on Sept- 
ember órd, 1652, he was appo 
Fellow of Trinity College at the age of twenty- 
eight years. He started a medical 
in. the city, and was appointed a 
Fellow, or Professor of Medicine, in Trinity. 


Bridewell on the site of the present Trinity 
and for putting idle persons to work.” It was 


passed to Trinity College, which subsequently 
transíerscd it to Dr. Stearne. 

The Coilege of Physicians was thus started, 
with John Stearne as its President. As soon 
as Stearne had established the College, of 
Physicians he endeavoured to get a Royal 
taste but this he did not accomplish till 


1667. 

On the 8th of August, in the nineteenth 
year of his reign, counting from the execution 
of his father, King Cha:les IJ. granted his 
Royal charter incorporating the College 
“fer Nomen Presidentis et Sociorum 
Collegit Medicorum in Dublin.” In this 
charter John Stearne was nominated President 
for life. 

On November 18th, 1669, Stearne died, and 
was buried under the old chapel in. Trinity. 
College. He was sufvivéd by his widow, one 
son and three daughters. His son John after- 
wards became: Bis of Clogher and Chan- 
cellor of the University. 


WONDERFUL ERUDITION. 


Stearne’s work may be viewed in two 
aspects—the learned philosopher and the 
busy medical ptactitioner. Unfortunately; 
of the latter aspect, which interested 
them most, they had the least information. 
a the seventeen years after he returned 
to Dublin he achieved much. He lectured on 
Hebrew, on medicine, and, perhaps, also on 
law. He wrote seven learned books, each 
packed with erudition; he founded and 
nurtured their College—the first. school of 
physic in the country, and ali the time he 
was engaged in busy medical practice in a 
city rife with disease. Surely, that was a 
fine record for a man. They may fairly con- 
clude that in his practice he was careful, 
kindly, observant, and that hhe treatment of 
the sick was guided by those wise and 
rational principles which governed his life. 

‘‘In this College,” concluded Dr. Kirk- 

trick, *‘ we revere him as our founder; we 

onour him for his learning, but, perhaps, we 
most often think of him as the beloved 
physician who has handed down to us a great 
tradition of kindliness and  tolerance— 
** Philosophus Medicus Summusque Theolo- 
gus dem, 
Juris Utriusque Doctor.” (Applause.) 

TRIBUTE BY PROVOST. 


The Provost. of Trinity College proposed a 
hearty vote of thanks to Dr. Kirkpatrick for 
his interesting and learned discourse on 
Stearne. Dr. Kirkpatrick was not only 
skilled in the practice of his own great pro- 
fession, but he would be remembered by suc- 
ceeding generations as the historian of medi- 
eine in Ireland and of men who practised 
medicine and surgery in Dublin. That day 
the College celebrated the birth of its 
founder. r. Stearne was a remarkable man 
and had the advantage of being educated at 
Oxford and Cambridge, as well as at Trinity 
College, Dublin.
